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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes argument argument that the 
combination of Iwase and Kuwata fail to disclose or suggest creating a user ID and password and transmitting the user ID to the mail 
address as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees, and views Iwase being able to create a user ID and password and receiving the user 
ID and password to respective mail address or user, does teach this limitation as stated in final rejection. 

Second argument made for claims 4-6, is Petrogiannis does not disclose or suggest the transmitting of the user ID and password to the 
mail address from which the electronic mail with attachment was received as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees and views 
Petrogiannis stating the correspondent logs in by entering the user ID and password that was included in the body of the e-mail message; 
Page 6 paragraph 100, as teaching this limitation. 
Thus Claims as currently written do not overcome current rejection. 
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
